that it is without funde to meet interest pay- 
ments due tomorrow. 

Arrangements have been made with New 
York bankers to buy in interest coupons 
on many of the company’s bonds pending 
the appointment of a receiver and readjust- 
ment of the company's affairs. 

The Seaboard Air Line railway company is 
controlled, through stock ownership, by the 
Seaboard company, which was incorporated 
im 1906 to acquire and hold the capital stock 
of the railway company in accordance with 
a plan to provide cash for improyements and 
liquidate the floating debt ot᷑ the railway com- 
pany. 3 

Ryan Holds Master Hand. 

The holding company owns more than four- 
.fitthe of the stock ot the railway company. 
The company is controlled by interests affil- 
lated with Thomas F. Ryan and Blair & Co. 
of this city. It has authorised capital stock 
of $72,000,000, consisting of $18,000,000 first 
preferred, $18,000,000 second preferred, and 
$36,000,000 common. i # 
ferred, about $16,000,000 of second preferred, 
and about $28,500,000 common.

The organization of the Seaboard com- 
pany and the acquirement by that concern 
resulted in the ousting of Mr. Williams ftom 
the presidency and control of the railway. 
He opposed vigorously the plan, but finally 
yielded to the advice of some of his aso 
ciates and unwillingly entered into the nego- 
tlatlons with Mr. Ryan which gave the New 
York man the master hand in Seaboard af- 
fairs. 

The Seaboard company has paid dividends 
only on its first preferred stock since the or- 
ganization of the company.

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American Science Association 
for National Health Bureau. 


PRESIDENT BACKS THE PLAN 
To Be Urged This Morning in Session 
. Chicago University. 


A National Bureau of Health for the regu- 
lation of the people’s physical welfare, 
planned by the leading specialists of the 
United States and indorsed by President 
Roosevelt, may take its place in the federal 
departments of the government within the 
year, through the efforts of the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Science. 

The ultimate reduction of the death rate in 
Amierica by one-half is to be the aim of the 
new governmental board, and it is deemed a 
promise not impos@ible of fulfillment. 

Plans for the bureau were annoumoed yes- 
terday at the University of Chicago by Prof. 
Irving Fisher, the Yale university economist 
and chairman of the committee of one hun- 
dre distinguished scientists who have had 
charge of the undertaking. The membership 
of the committee includes leaders in the 
various branches of the medical and social 
sciences from the important untveraities and 
other centers of the country. 

The educators have been assured that the 
firet steps in the organization of the health 
bureau will be taken at the present session 
of congrese, and the president has sent his 
personal encouragement and indorsement 
to the committee. According to Prof. Fisher, 
it ie delleved probable that President Roose- 
velt will send a special message to congress 
this month on the subject. 


No Addition to Cabinet. 

The present plane of Prof. Fisher and his 
alde do not contemplate an increase in the 
elne of the cabinet. The president does not 
favor that. It is planned to assemble the 
existing health officials under one bureau 80 
far as feasible, to add to their powers and 
appropriations, and to add such additional 
officials ae may be found necessary to sup- 
plemem the work. 

Among the vice presidents of the assccia- 
tion who are included in the committee of 
100 and who have been active in the promo- 
tion of the measure are Prof. William Henry. 
Welch, professor of pathology at Johns 
Hopkins university and retiring president of 
the American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science; Joseph Choate, former am- 
bassador to England; Archbishop Ireland, 
Jane Addams, Judge, Ben Lindsey of Denver, 
Dr. Felix Adler of New York City, the Rey. 
Lyman Abbott, President Charles W. Eliot 
of Harvard university, and President James 
B. Angell of the University of Michigan. 
Other members are Prof. O. K. Jordan and 
Prof. Charles R. Henderson of the University 
of Chicago, Dr. Simons, secretary of the 
„American Medical association; Andrew Car- 
* negie, Luther Burbank, and Thomas A. Edi- 
son. 


Advantages of National Bureau. 

“The advantages of a national bureau 
of health over state bureaus,’ said Prof. 
Fisher,. Would de the power to deal with 
interstate and international questions of 
health, such as the questions of quarantine 
already dealt with by the public health and 
marine hospital service and the questlon of 
the pollution of rivers which flow between 
different states. For instance, the Ohio river 
has typhoid fever at many points. The water 
supply of New York comes from severa! 
different states and the.milk supply from five, 
with little adequate power on the part of the 
municipal health officers to control the ehar- 
acter of the product. 

“ A second reason for the appointment of 
a national bureau is that it can collect a wider 
range of statistical information and dissem- 
inate general educational pamphiets with 
more economy as well as authority. For 
instance, the Illinois state board of health is 
now issuing e number of valuable pamphlets 
on smallpox, tuberculosis, and other diseases 
about which the public can be informed. It

Central Authority Heeded. 

Moreover, the public will give more 
heed to information coming from Washing- 
ton than to that coming from local officials. 

“A committee was appointed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt several years ago to make 
recommendations to him as to how a redis- 
tribution of the scientific work of the gov- 
ernment could be affected. The ttee 
consisted of Charles D. Walcott, Brig. Gen. 
William: Crosier, Rear Admiral Fran D. 
Bowles, Gifford Pinchot, and James R Gar- 
field. The committee of 100 wil! urge that an 
act be introduced into congress to authorize 
the president to make such redistribution. 

President Roosevelt has taken a great 
deal of interest in the work and has expressed 
his indorsement of it in a letter to the com- 
mittee. There have been rumors to the ef- 
fect that President Roosevelt may send a 
special message to congress on the sub- 
ject as a result of the work of the committee 
of 100. 

„The committee of 100 has established 
an American Health league, the first mem- 
bers of which were taken over from the 
Public Health Defense league, which was 
absorbed by the committee of 100. The total 
mailing list of the committee is now about 
6,500, all of which has been secured within 
the last two months. 

“ Experts have shown that the death rate 
in the United States can be reduced one-half 
if living conditions were what they should 
be. It should be understood that the asso- 
ciation is not confined to advocating national 
legislation, but in all movements to improve 
the public health legitimately.” 


Diecuss Financial Matters. 

“The Financial Crisis of 1907 wag di- 
cussed at the meeting of the social and 
economic secton in the morning session. C. 
M. Keys, editor of Worild’s Work; Byron 
Magazine; and 
George E. Roberts, president of the Com- 
mercial National bank, delivered addresses. 
Mr. Keys urged the separation of the bank- 
ing functions for the safety of bankers and 
depositors. 

With the recession of activity now being 
experienced in all countries, the heavy output 
of gold will rapidly accumulate in the finan- 
cial centers and afford a stimulus to early re- 
covery,” said Mr. Roberts. But the flood 
of gold, which some writers have grown 
apprehensive about as likely to revolutionize 
values and disturb monetary systems, is not 
in sight at this time. On the contrary, the 
present outlook is for annual additions, which 
will bear a diminishing relation to the exist- 


ing stock.“

A pitiful scene was enacted at the Pacific 
Garden mission, 100 Van Buren street, yes- 
terday afternoon, when homeless, unem- 
ployed men contributed from their scant 
funds to aid one more unfortunate than them- 
selves. 

Several hundred First ward lodging house 


‘inmates were assembled at the mission for 


the afternoon services, the number probably 
augmented by the fact that free refresh- 
ments were served. All except fourteen of 
those present were unemployed laborers from 
other cities. They had come to Chicago in 
search of employment, and many of them 
had not even the price of one night's lodging. 

At the close of the services George B. 
Nettleton, a teamster living at 940 West 
Erie street, emplayed by the W. P. Rend 
Transportation company, who was converted 
at the mission several years ago, and at- 
tends its services, asked for contributions to 
help a destitute widow with six children. 
The collection, mostly in pennies, amounted 
to over $8, although almost every one present 
was himself in need of assistance. 


Children Support Family. 

The case which excited the sympathy of 
these denizens of “the First was heart- 
rending. 

Mra. Sina Eggum, 208 North Arfisian ave- 
nue, second floor, rear, is a widow whose 
husband died two years ago, leaying her 
nothing but debts and five children, who all 
hed been more or less injured by his drunken 
abuse. A sixth child was born two months 
after his death. 

The family of seven has been 3 


since then by the work of the oldest girl, 


Nellie, now aged 16, and the oldest boy, Gil- 
bert, now aged 14. The girl has been earn- 
ing $56 a week and the boy 88 a week. Re- 
cently, however, both lost their positions and 
have been unable to find work. The girl has 
been unable to leave the house in search of 
work for the last week because of lack of 
clothes. The family has been supported by 
scraps of food whichi Olga, aged 11, and Tina, 
aged 9, have begged from the back doors of 
houses and restaurants. One of the boys 
has been unable to go to school because of 
lack of shoes.

— The 
murder theory in the mystery surrounding 
the death of Mrs. Madelym Clayton, the 
Chicago woman, was given renewed impetus 
tonight when. the reports of the chemists 
and physicians who Have examined the 
organs of her body became known. 

Dr. Eden and Dr. Gibson, two of the spe- 
cialists, hold to the contention the woman 
was murdered, basing their opinion on the 
fact that they found Mrs. Clayton’s heart 
and lungs in a normal, healthy condition 

and with all signe of wolent agitation ab- 
sent. 

Prof. Brastus Smith, the Beloit college 
chamist who has been examining the stom- 
ach of the dead woman, will report that no 
poison or trace of poison was found. 


Letter Clew a Failure. 


Soon after Frederick Clayton, the hus- 
band, started for Chicago today, the police 
here received a supposed clew which put 
renewed life into the inquiry. This was an 
undated police circular signed by C. C. Kav- 
anaugh, sheriff of Little Rock, Ark., but 
was mailed to this place by Detective Mar- 
tin Murphy of Joliet. It read:

In this circular the authorities saw a possi- 
ble chance to connect Clayton and his wife 
Prof.” Bishop, who fleeced Mrs.

Chief 
ppleby got into communication with Chief 
mhody Scheibel of Beloit. They decided there 
was no connection between the two Clayton 
men, and found that Prof. Bishop quit 
Beloit several weeks before the Claytons 


: arrived. 


Clayton is free to go where he pleases, 
said Chief Appleby tonight. He will be 
here on Friday at the resumption of the in- 
quest. 

The rumors and supposed clews concerning 
the past life of the Claytons continue to be 
put forth, and exploded just as rapidly upon 
investigation by the officials. The latest de- 
nial was made today by Justice Tallman, who 
declared that the clairvoyant whom he sued 


for rent eighteen months ago was not Mrs. 
Clayton, but a negress posing as a Hindoo | 


princess. 

Another theory which went up in smoke 
today was that connecting Frank Martin, an 
insane man, with the case. It was shown 
that he has been confined in an asylum since 
before the disappearance of the dead woman.

Novel Battle Is Ended. 

The story of the fight between Ryan and 
Williams is novel in the history of railroad 
warfare.

of railroads. He gave the best part of his 
life to the development of them, and his one 
great dream was to merge little roads into 
one grand system which would gridiron the 
Atlantic coast section south of Washington. 

Gradually his efforts bore fruit, but his 
labors had attracted the attention of J. 
Pierpent Morgan, who dominated—and still 
dominates—the southern railway. Mr. Mor- 
gan saw in the proposed merging of the Will- 
iams roads the creation of a system which 
would invade the territory of the Southern 
and divide its traffic and earnings. 

Then followed the famous clash between 
Morgan and Williams, in which the New 


York financier was put to rout. The Sea- 


board Air Line was an accomplished fact, and 
John Skelton Willlams was head of the big 
system of his dreams. 


Williams nds His Field. 

He planned extensions of his lines into new 
territory, improved the physical condition of 
his existing lines, and undertook vast im- 
provement of the seaboard terminale of 
many places. 

A period of depression found the Seaboard 
owing large sums, with its treasury in poor 


shape to pay them. According to the story 


he went for aid to a fellow Virginian—Ryan. 


The banker was glad to be of service and 


furnished temporary aid tothe railroad. 
Later the Seaboard needed more money. 
Again Mr. Ryan was cajled on and again he 
gave assistance. 
This time there were conditions imposed 
and these jee to the final ousting of Mr. Will- 


jams. 


Ryan formed a syndicate with the banking 
house of James A. Blair & Co., and haned 
the Seaboard Air Line $2,500,000, taking as 
security not only notes of the railroad, but 
a stock bonus of 40,000 shares. 

This was the entering wedge for the Ryan- 
Blair faction. They bided their time, and 


when Seaboard stock slumped they picked | 


up 140,000 shares more at a bargain. 


Reorganization Set on Foot. 

Then a reorganization plan was set on 
foot, and in June, 1905, was carried into 
effect, the owners of 508,000 out of a total of 
609,000 shares being induced to exchange 
their stock at 75 cents on the dollar for stock 
in the Seaboard company—the holding con- 
cern. 

The voting trust was formed and then it 
was seen that Mr. Ryan was master of the 
situation. Mr. Williams attacked the banker 
in court, but so perfect was the detail of the 
scheme that no vulnerable point was ex- 
posed and Mr. Williams was compelled to 
admit defeat—at least 8 

From his original view of Mr. Ryan as a 
real philanthropist, Mr. Williams began to 
see in the banker a crafty financier, eager to 
take advantage of any one ina business deal. 
In a public interview two years ago he de- 
nounced Mr. Ryan without stint. 

Mr Ryan has tendencies which. if his 
lines had been cast in a humble and con- 
tracted sphere, would have made him a klep- 
tomaniac, he said. His strongest impulse 
is to acquire money, and his one robust pas- 
sion is to keep it. He views ethics and morals 
cynically. He knows what they are, respects 
them in a general way, realizes their occa- 
sional value, but never allows thern to ham- 
per, impede, or embarrass him.“

CARBOLIC ACID ON THE LIPS. 


Case of Miss Mary H. Stollenworck 
Mystifies the Authorities. 


Unusual circumstances connected with 
the death of Miss Mary H. Stollenworck, a 
well to do woman at Paris, near Kenosha, 
Wis., have led the authorities there to un- 
dertake a thorough investigation. 

Superficial signs pointed to suicide. The 
woman was found shortly before noon yes- 
terday lying on tRe floor of her room at the 
home of her brother, M. Stolenworck, a 
farmer, four miles west of Somers station. 
Her lips were blackened as if they had been 
burned with carbolic acid: 

When the brother entered the house after 
being out attending to some farm work he 
found hie sister gasping for breath, and she 
did not regain consciousness, dying within a 
few minutes. 

The body was taken to Kenosha in the 
evening and a post-mortem begun by Coro- 
ner F. E. Andre and Dr. George E. Thomp- 
son. The brother and the coroner are in- 
.clined to believe that the woman was the 
victim of robbers, who have been doing con- 
siderable marauding in the rural districts of 
Kenosha county recently. 

Telephone Wires Cut. 

The first suspicious circumstance had been 
encountered when Stollenworck rushed to a 
telephone to call a physician. The connect- 
ing wires had been cut. i 

Then it was discovered that the woman 
had suffered a bruise just over the right tem- 
ple, from which the blood had flowed freely. 
This might have been caused by falling, ex- 
cept that the, woman’s head had struck a

No Money Seems Missing. 

Against the theory that the death was 
caused by robbers is the fact that no money 
geems to be missing. However, Miss Stollen- 
worck’s relatives knew little of her financial 
affairs, and she may have had considerable 
money in the house. 

Miss Stollenworck was 41 years old. Her 
family was well known throughout the 
northern part of Kenosha county. The 
brother stands high with his neighbors, and 
the authorities hold no suspicions against 
him. * 

The post-mortem examination will be con- 
tinued this morning and the Inquest held.

Hungry 18th Ward Men Bless Bene- 
factor, Who May Extend Work. 


The Rev. Gilbert Gish Believed 
to Have Been Poisoned. 


Said to Have Left Letter of Warning 
on Clergyman’s Desk. 


Eureka, Illy, Jan. 1.—[Special.]—That the 
sudden death of the Rev. Gilbert Gish, 
formerly of Eureka, but at the time of his 
demise serving a copgregation of the Chris- 
tian church at Chambersburg, this state, 
was due to poison administered with foul 
motives led to an investigation of the case 
and sensational developments have been un- 
earthed. 

The Rev. Gish died Dec, 4 after attending 
a church meeting, and the body was brought 
here for burial. Acting on word that had 
been dropped from time to time by the late 
minister the brothers of the deceased caused 
an autopsy to be performed by two Dureka 
physicians. 


Traces of Strychnine Found. 


The stomach was sent to Dr. Haynes of 
Chicago, who figured in the Magill case of 
Clinton. His examination brought out de- 
cided traces of strychnine, and with his re- 
port the matter was taken up with State's 
Attorney Mark Bradburn of Pittsfield.

She 
had left a note onshis desk in which she ex- 
pressed the warning: My dope failed this 
time, but, it is claimed, further threaten- 
ing to put her husband and his mother out of 
the way. 

Decides to Take the Risk. 

Declining to heed the warning and.casting 
aside the entreaties of his brothers, the Rev. 
Gilbert Gish repeatedly expressed his desire 
to live with his wife and run any risk in- 
volved by so doing. A divorce ang its at- 
tendant notoriety would make it impossible 
for him to continue in the ministry. 

On the night of his death the Rev. Gish ap- 
peared in the best of spirits. Following the 
meeting in his church at Chambersburg he 
walked home with a Mr. Dennis, one of the 
members of the church, stopping at the lat- 


am hour afterward Mr. Dennis was awakened 
by Mrs. Gish, who informed him that her 
husband was dying. He was lying on the 
floor of his study in the agony of death when: 
Dennis arrived, and death ensued immediate- 
ly without a word being uttered by the pas- 
tor. 
Insurance in Wife’s Favor. 

The Rev. Gish carried an insurance policy 
for $1,000 made out in his wife’s favor. He 
attended Eureka college for a number of 
years, at the same time on his min- 
isteria) duties. He left that institution a year 
ago on acocunt of failing health. With his 
brothers he has made his home in and around 
Eureka for a number of years, where the 
family is well known.

Speaker at Polish Banquet De- 
nounces Any Ge an Alliance.

SOCIALISM ALSO IS SCORED. 


Celebration Over the Dedication of St. 
Stanislaus“ School Hall. 


Several hundred leading Polish-Amerécan 
citizens of Chicago were roused to enthusiasm 
by a speech of the Rev. Francis Gordon, 
pastor of St. Stanislaus Polish Catholic 
church, at a banquet given last night in honor 
ot the dedication of the new school hall of 
the parish. The main points of his address 
were denunciation of socialism and of the 
persecution of the Poles by the German gov- 
ernment, He protested strongly against the 
alllance between the United States and Ger- 
many proposed by Prof. John W. Burgess 
in an address to the Germanistic society of 
Chicago Monday night. 

“The United States must never join hands 
with Germany until the latter can offer hands 
free from the bleody political persecution,” 
he said. “The outrages committed by the 
German government in its useless attempt 
to Germanize the Polish people forbid any 
such unholy alliance at present. Even the 
children are prosecuted and persecuted to an 
extent which may well rank Emperor Will- 
iam witht Herod of infamous mémory. 
lt je not with the German people that 
we have dur quarrel. Toward them we cher- 
ish the kindliest feelings and we feel that 
the salvation of the downtrodden Poles must 
come from the growth in Germany of popu- 
lar government. We feel. that an appeal to 
the German people would not go unheeded.” 


Schools to Fight Socialism. 

Father Gordon pleaded for the support of 
the parochial schools as a means of checking 
socialism. 

“Socialism leads to ruin of the home, of 
the individual, and of the natlon, he said. 
“Socialism and atheism go hand in hand, 
and against these two great evils the Catholic 


church is and must continue to be the great- 


est bulwark in the world.” 

Father Gordon is North American provin- 
clal of the Resurrectionist order of priests, 
and as pastor of St. Stanislaus governs the 
largest parish in the United States and pos- 
sibly in the world. The parish numbers 46,- 
000 communicants ministered to by fifteen 
priests. From sixteen to twenty masses are 
celebrated at the three altars in the church 
every Sunday morning. 

The church buildings, including a church, 
rectory, hall, gymnasium, and school, oc- 
cupy the block bounded by Noble, Bradley, 
and Ingraham streets and the Northwestern 
railway tracks. The new hall and school, 
which have been erected during the last year 
at a cost of $450,000, will bring the total value 
of the property over the $2,000,000 mark. 
Father Gordon also is publisher and editor 
of the Polish Daily News. 

The other speakers who made speeches of 
the same tenor as the pastor’s were ex-Ald. 
W. J. Joswiakowski, Dr. Adam Szwajkart, 
Emelia Wiedemana, N. L. Piotrowski, and 
Karol H. Wachtel. Joseph A. O'Donnell de- 
lhvered a short address in English.

He is rather of the old type of soldier who 
preferred to go into battle with a glittering 
uniform so as to give his opponent a good 
target and who would have disdained an 
ambush as he would a coat of mail. 

The official relations between Senator For- 
aker and President Roosevelt have never 
been severed. The two men are big enough 
to see that one is president of the United 
States and the other a senator from the sov- 
ereign state of Ohio, so that.constituents of 
both are interested in the continuance of 
their cordial official relations. 

The New Year reception is supposed to be 
a man’s affair.

Mrs. Foraker’s Influence Felt.

are admitted by all, should have been. un- 
fortunately placed outside of the political 
breastworks of the White house, his posi- 
tion in this regard being different from that 
of all the other candidates, with the possible 
exception of Gov.

Taft would have been one of the most sig;

Perhaps ft was Wie the 0 
amounted to so little that the government 
has been so slow about uting the 
It is nearly a year and a half 


appeal. To the same circumstance may 
be ascribed in part the comparative mild- 
ness. of the punishment to be inflicted. 
It is three months’ imprisonment and the 
forfeiture of all political rights. It is not 
thus that the government would have 
dealt a few years ago with men who had 
put their names to a document calling on 
Russians not “to give a kopeck to the 
throne or a soldier to the army.” They 
would have been lucky to get off with sev- 
eral years of severe imprisonment, even 
though nobody had acted on their advice: 


“The rulers of Russia are not so heavy 


handed as they used to be. 

Though: the manifesto was, from the 
point of. view of the government, sedi- 
tious, not to say 4reasonable, it. could 
properly have refrained from depriving 
the offenders of their political rights. It 
is not likely that they will do anything 
of the kind again. Among them are men 
who hive been leaders in the constitu- 
tional movement and who but for the 
sentence imposed on them ‘might have 
been of service to their country in future 
dumas. 

These men will not cease to be politie nl 
factors, though deprived of political 
rights. They will still have followers and 
influence, and it, would be better for Rus- 
sia and its government if they were per- 


} mitted to exert their influence openly in- 


stead of being 955 to do so under 
cover. 


AN IMPROVED POLICE SERVICE. 

There were some features of Chicazo 
police history during the year 1907 which 
were not creditable. The restgration 
to position of higlf officials who had re- 
signed or been suspended was a step 
whose wisdom was questioned by a large 
number of citizens. The blindness of the 
police in connection with gambling was 
so evident as to awaken in many minds 
a belief that notorious lawbreakers were 
being protected by persons high in au- 
thority. Inactivity in one direction cr 
another brought criticism from organiza- 
tions of many sorts. 


But, on the whole, it deserves to be 


said that the police force of the city 
better organized and more efficient than 
it has been for ten years. There were 
more arrests and convictions during 1907 
than in any previous year. There were 
comparatively few - crimes committed 
where the guilty ones were not cangh: 
and punished. The increase in arrests 
and convictions is counted good evidence 
of the efficiency of organization in the 
department rather than an indication of 
a larger criminal class due to a growing

It is an odd coincidence that at the moment 
when a suit has been started in the United 
States District court of New York for the 
purpose of testing the right of the president 
to discharge soldiers from the army in the 
absence of any decision by court martial or 
civil court, action of the same kind is about 
to be initiated in parliament for the purpose 
olf questioning the prerogative of the-sov- 
ereign to remove an officer from the army 
who has Rot been guilty of any misconduct 
or convicted by court martial of any offense 
against civil or military law. 

In England the object of executive action 
is Lieut. Woods of the crack regiment of 
Grenadier guards. 

Lieut. Woods, who is the son of a retired 
officer of the army, of considerable wealth, 
of extensive estates, and ot adv radical 
leanings, recently demanded a court of in- 
quiry, on the ground that his superior off - 
cers had, by reason of personal prejudice 
against him, reported him as inefficient, as 
incapable of ever fulfilling satisfactorily the 
duties as a regimental officer; and as there- 
fore unworthy of promotion, recommending, 
indeed, that he should be asked to seek some 
other profession than the army.
